his is the age of the boycott. You don’t 

like how the Russians invaded Af- 

ghanistan? We'll show ‘em. Let’s boy- 
cott their Olympics. Shell Oil has investments 
in South Africa. Boycott Shell. Exxon kills the 
environment. Boycott Exxon. The White Spot 
restaurant is a union buster. Boycott White 
Spot. Coors Beer is the most ethically bank- 
rupt of them all. Boycott Coors. What else is a 
socially conscious person to do? But wait! 
Even the bad guys are jumping on the boycott 
bandwagon. Recently Iran boycotted the In- 
ter-Parliamentary Union meeting in London to 
protest the British government's support of 
Salman Rushdie and his novel, The Satanic 
Verses. 

Boycotts are an effective and civilized way 
to show one’s disapproval with a company, 
government or organization. You don’t go 
bombing Adolf Coors’ home. After all, he has 
insurance. Instead you hit him where it hurts 
the most — his pocketbook. That'll take the 
wind right out of him. But if you’re going to 
boycott somebody, make sure it’s not just 
you and your pal Hal. You have to organize 
this thing. Let the media know. A rule of 
thumb: The more people that are aware of it, 
the more effective the boycott. 

That’s exactly what the new kids on the 
boycott block have done. The National 
Campus/Community Radio Association 
(NCRA) has finally put into effect a long- 
threatened boycott of Polygram records and 
their artists. What? Polygram owns nuclear 
power plants? Well, not exactly. What then? 
Polygram uses sexist and racist hiring prac- 
tices? No; that’s not true either. You see, 
Polygram has taken to charging radio stations 
for their products. What? They don’t give 
away their goods? Those bastards! 

The boycott came into effect September 1 : 
1989. Here’s what it entails: No presenta- 
tions by member stations of Polygram artists 
(i.e. CFUV won't be bringing Billy Bragg to 
town while the boycott is on); no interviews 
with Polygram artists unless they include 
mention of the boycott; NCRA members will 
definitely not pay the servicing fee to Poly- 
gram; no on-air or off-air (i.e. OffBeat Maga- 
zine) advertising of Polygram; writing of press 


releases and public information on the issue; 
no playlisting of Polygram records and re- 
cords distributed by Polygram unless infor- 
mation is included about the boycott on the 
playlist; and not pursuing to get Polygram 
through the station’s purchasing budget, or 
picking up the records for free by going down 
to the distributor’s office. Let it be noted that 
this fee is not only imposed on campus sta- 
tions, but on all radio stations. And Polygram 
was not the first record company to introduce 
such a fee. They are simply the only ones to 
enforce payment. Other companies often 
send out bills to radio stations but the stations 
don’t have to pay. (And how many of you 
would pay your bills if you didn’t have to?) 
This Polygram fee ranges in price from $75 
(for single servicing) to $325 a year (for multi- 
ple servicing). Polygram instituted this fee in 


March of 1988. According to David Freeman, : 


the executive assistant to the Vice President 
of promotions and media relations at Poly- 
gram in Montreal, “This fee was not put in 
place to injure anybody. It’s just that the cost 
to service our product was such a tremen- 
dous drain on us. If we didn’t levy something, 
we couldn't service them.” The shipments 
and press releases are prepared by a third 
party who charges Polygram for their work. 
Polygram then tries to make some money 
back by charging the people who receive 
these shipments. 

And, says Freeman, Polygram will service a 
Station if that station calls them and can’t af- 
ford it. In fact; one NCRA station was 
$17,000 in the hole so Polygram waived their 
fee. But it turned out that the music director of 
the station was on the national servicing com- 
mittee and it wouldn’t look good if they ac- 
cepted the records. So thanks, but no thanks. 


Sure, $325 a year isn’t much, but CFUV’s 
music director, Colin Macrae, says, “It’s not 
the point. It’s the principle. Independent com- 
panies don’t charge us for records. They un- 
derstand what we're doing for them.” 

Indeed, mostrecords are bought by people 
who have heard the groups on the radio and 
liked them. Macrae continues, ‘Sure it costs 
them a lot of money, but in the end it sells re- 
cords. How are they going to sell records 
without radio airplay? These artists don’t get 
play on commercial radio. And they get alittle 
bit on the CBC. So where else do they turn? 
We (campus and community stations) are the 
only radio outlet for them. Polygram doesn’t 
understand how bands that started on inde« 
pendent labels, like The Fall and Pere Ubu, fi- 
nally become Polygram artists. How does it 
happen? Is it magic? Do they just listen to 
them and say, ‘Oh, we'll sign them’? Or did 
they see those bands on college station 
charts across North America? Or do they real- 
ize that we interview these artists and that we 
push them and speak well of them. And then 
things turn out well and they get signed to a 
major label. We’re doing them a great service 
and the best that they could do is provide us 
with the material.” 

The boycott does not include all Polygram 
records from day one. The stations will not 
purge their record libraries of all Polygram ar- 
tists. Only the new releases will not be played 
— the albums they are already not receiving 
because they are not paying the bill. Some of 
the artists whose new releases you won’t 


ach 


hear on CFUV are The Fall, Pere Ubu, Billy 
Bragg, Michelle Shocked, Jazz Butcher, Co- 
cteau Twins, and That Petro Emotion. You 
also won’t hear new French music, folk, or 
jazz (Polygram distributes ECM). 

While the NCRA has the support of many 
Polygam artists, such as Bragg, Shocked, 
and Jazz Butcher, you can’t expect them to 
walk away from those lucrative contracts in a 
show of solidarity. But what if Polygram ap- 
proached 64 Funnycars and wanted to dis- 
tribute their new album Happy Go Lucky? 
Macrae and CFUV’s station manager Tim 
Chan are half of the Funnycars. Macrae 
paused before answering, “I don’t know. . .| 
don’t know. My opinion would be that it would 
be hard to turn something like that down, but 
at the same time we wouldn't receive any air- 
play, or theoretically we shouldn’t receive any 
airplay. We’d be best to refuse it.” 

“I don’t know what the rest of the band 
would say,’’ Chan says, “But I’d stand my 
ground. We would get most of our play from 
campus radio, and if they were boycotting us, 
it wouldn’t be worth it.” 

David Freeman feels there’s ‘‘some sort of 
miscommunication. We'd like to get it re- 
solved.” The Polygram people will be con- 
ducting a teleconference soon to try and do 
just that. “This boycott is not good,” Freeman 
continues. “It doesn’t reflect wellon us froma 
public relations aspect, and it doesn’t reflect 
well on campus radio because their listeners 
are being denied.” 

At least Freeman and Macrae see eye-to- 
eye on one thing. “I hope it gets resolved,”

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Such is the situation with campus ra- 
dio stations and their obligations to pay 
royalties to CAPAC (Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers Association of Can- 
ada) and PROCAN (Performing Rights 
Organisation of Canada). As David Ber- 
nard of CKLN Toronto explained during a 
seminar at the NCRA/ANREC confer- 
ence hosted by CFUV in August, many 
artists who get air play on community ra- 
dio stations are not receiving their share 
of royalty payments and community ra- 
dio stations have been slow to take up 
the torch because of the messy adminis- 
tration involved. 

The problem is twofold. First, CA- 
PAC’s monitoring system, based on “hit 
rotation” with ‘‘points” given according 
to the number of top selling singles the 
station plays, excludes the play lists of 
community radio stations. Commercial 
radio stations pay according to the

A carwashathon you say? Barbara 
Bawlf, one of this year’s organizers 
deftly explained this new fundraising 
event in a short phrase: “Instead of walk- 


ing 10 kilometers, as in a walkathon, par- 
ticipants collect pees for washing 25 
Cars.’ 

“You can even ask your friends to 
bring in their vehicle to wash as proof 
that you are fulfilling your pledge!”, she 
added. 

The carwashathon is the first in a se- 
ries of events which are part of a new fall 


points they receive at the end of a mon- 
itoring period. Even though community 
broadcasters are not monitored, the sta- 
tions still have to pay about 2% of their 
annual budget to CAPAC/PROCAN in 
the form of royalties. Because commu- 
nity broadcasters feature many artists on 
independent record labels who are not 
members of CAPAC/PROCAN, these 
musicians never see any royalty money. 
Thus, community broadcasters wind up 
subsidising many of the big commercial 
acts while having no stake in their com- 
mercial success. 

Secondly, monitoring is a hell of alot of 
work. It requires a lot of precision paper 
shuffling and with a small army of volun- 
teers coming and going, and enough pa- 
per flying around to choke an ox, control 
becomes just a wee problem. What to 
do, whattodo... 

Well, at least it appears there’s no 


campaign for sister station Radio Fara- 
bundo Marti. The Network in Canada 
were happy to report that all FM equip- 
ment bought from the spring campaign is 
now functioning in El Salvador, accord- 
ing to Raoul Gutierrez, RFM rep in Can- 
ada, who visited Victoria last month as a 
guest of the National Campus and 
Community Radio Conference held at 
UVic.

ccording to Noam Chomsky’s thesis in Pirates and Emporers, under 
A the American system of thought control, words such as ‘terrorism’ 

and ‘hostage’ have an exclusively “Orwellian usage”, and are re- 
stricted to a certain class of terrorist act: “...not the wholesale terrorism of 
the emporer, but rather the retail terrorism of the pirate.” In the Middle 
East, for example, Israeli piracy, hostage taking, and terrorist attacks on 
defenceless villages do not fall under the concept of terrorism, as properly 
construed by the doctrinal system.” Nor do the activities of Israel’s men- 
tor, the American emperor -tough in Chomsky’s view, the latter’s terrorism 
is as lawless and unrestrained, the human consequences thereof are even 
more horrific. 

Dr.Chomsky’s secondary thesis staes that an all-pervasive and ubiqui- 
touspropaganda system conditions our thoughts and responses. This 
effectively insulates us from dangerous “hefesies” which are outside the 
parameters of the “state religion”, and are therefore ignored of given short 
shrift by the mainstream media. Admittedly, in the western democracies, 
state violence is not the norm, and dissidents can write and talk with cor- 
poreal impunity, ‘‘but the population is nevertheless protected from their 
heresies. ..while debate ranges on narrow and generally marginal issues 
among those who accept the “Doctrines of the Faith.” 

Throughout Pirates and Emperors, Noam Chomsky discusses the appli- 
cability of these two theses to the Middle East (his sub-text in Pirates and 
Emperors is that because of American and Israeli policies, the Middle East 
is the world’s most dangerous area, and a potential Armageddon)

You will not find 
anything revolutionary on this album.

OFFBEAT: | wanted to ask you the technique 
you employ with the guitar, did you really start 
with the banjo? 
DAVE: Yeah, | started as a typical sixteen 
year old high school folky with the five string 
banjo ‘boom-chicka-boom’ style, kinda like 
the way Pete Seeger started. | found the 
Banjo a dead end because | really wasn’t into 
playing in the bluegrass bands at that time, so 
| found the guitar and learned to play it in open 
tunings because | couldn’t figure out how to 
tune the thing. | tuned it sort of like the Banjo 
and taught myself to play over the course of a 
year, and | basically used a lot of banjo tech- 
nique on the guitar which is not unusual. 
O: | was noticing that with the fingerpicks as 
well. 
D: Yeah, | use a straight five string banjo tech- 
nique. David Ray from California does the 
same thing, Leo Kottke basically plays that as 
well. They're alot of us who do it, not to put 
myself in league with those two. It’s a nice 
way to play although its not particularly sensi- 
tive. When | record in the studio, | record each 
guitar piece twice, once with fingerpicks and 
once without. Then | go back and give it a 
break and see which one’s which. 
O: But you keep fingerpicks for performing. 
D: | always keep them for performing because 
of the projection. It shoots the guitar right out 
into the audience and | can play alot faster. 
O: You mentioned during your concert some- 
thing about an ethnic movement within the 
folk field. 
D; Well there’s been a redefinition of folk mu- 
sic in the last couple of years, and what’s hap- 
pened is North American folk musicians have 
opened up the doors and their ears to music 
from different parts of the world. it’s always 
been there, | can remember playing Maripoza 
15 years ago and Bi Konti was there and was 
playing the Kora, but he was the only one. 
Now its happened that there’s a whole gener- 
ation of world musicians that’s come along. At 
a festival like here in Vancouver or Winnipeg 
iast week you have a number of people com- 


ing from Africa, South America, South East 
Asia, etc. Its nice, and it’s really opened up a 
whole new world of music. My involvement in 
it has been Korean music. | play the Kyagram, 
which is an old Korean instrument. Most peo- 
ple mistake it for a Koto because it’s the grand 
daddy of the Koto. Its about five hundred 
years older, and | got into it before this world 
music thing started up through my interest in 
improvisational activity. | went to Asiaon a Ca- 
nadian Council grant to ask Asian musicians 
how they improvise, and | feel in love with this 
instrument because it seemed to be like the 
violin which is a perfect tool for improvising 
on, plus it has a great tradition. So | learned to 
play it. Now | perform with it in all my concerts. 
Korean music is very serious and you can 
have fun with it later. 
O: So how has the study of that instrument 
been? 
D: It wasn’t that easy to get started, | got the 
instrument . . . well, actually my wife had a 
friend send it over, and | didn’t have any one 
to teach me how to play, so | had to teach my- 
self. And of course | did everything wrong. 

There’s a guy in New York who’s a very 
good player. He’s worked with Laurie Ander- 
son, Henry Kaiser and Sang Wan Parki. | went 
down and spent a day with him, and he gave 
me the rudimentaries. | then learned a bunch 
from what | could apply from record. In 1987 
went a studied for a month in Korea with one 
of the masters. He really straightened my act 
up. You move in plateaus when playing rather 
than in asmooth curve. | plateaued around six 
months ago. I’m by no means a master, but 
I'm one of the few western players. In fact, as 
far as we know, the only one that can play it in 
concert. There are some Peace Corp volun- 
teers that can play a bit onit. It’s been nice for 
me ‘cause its provided me with an entree into 
a whole different part of the folk fest. I’m not 
always stuck in the singer/song writer work- 
shop. Its kept me young as a musician and out 
of arut, so its been nice.
